WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Finance Committee appears ready to 
fatten the House-approved permanent 
tax cut for married couples and take 
away some benefits now earmarked 
for single persons. 
No large sums are involved in either 
case. But action contemplated by the 
committee could mean a tax increase 
of about $25 for 1.8 million single 
persons. 
Ifs all in the name of reducing the 
“marriage penalty,” which often has 
been accused of enticing persons to 
live together without benefit of 
marriage. The debate is on the taxcut 
bill approved by the House earlier this 
month as part of an effort to stimulate 
the economy. 
The “marriage penalty” arises from 
the fact that current law allows single 
persons who do not itemize deductions 
to take a minimum standard deduction 
of $1,700, while the same allowance for 
a couple filing a joint return is $2,100. 
The maximum standard deduction for 
singles is $2,400; for couples filing 
jointly it is $2,800. 
Thus, two single persons who for­ 
merly were allowed to deduct a total of 
$3,400 could deduct only $2,100 if they 
married and filed a joint return, as 
most couples do. That means the 
couple would have a taxable income 
$1,300 higher than if he and she were 
still single. 
For persons who earn more and 
qualify for the maximum standard 
deduction, the penalty is $2,000 ($4,800 
for two singles compared with $2,800 
for a couple). 
Both the House and Senate and the 
Carter administration appear to agree 
on the need to simplify tax returns by 
approving one flat standard deduction 
for singles and another for couples. 
The debate is over how much. 
President Carter recommended a

Ann Ramey and Dan Davis are 
serious about attacking alcohol abuse 
in Pickaway County, an illness they 
claim holds some 2,000 local residents 
in its grasp. 
They have instituted Pickaway 
County’s first 
Alcohol Offender 
Program, a straight-forward series of 
services that will allow individuals to 
make “responsible choices” about 
their drinking problems. 
And if help is needed, “it’s available, 
too,” Davis said. 
The Alcohol Offender program is a 
top priority of the Pickaway County 
Alcoholism Council, a group of con­ 
cerned citizens who banded together in 
January to address the problems of 
alcohol abuse and alcoholism. 
Ms. Ramey, Alcohol Program 
Coordinator for the Pickaway County 
Community Action Agency, just 
naturally became involved with the 
Council. Davis, director of the Fair­ 
field County Alcohol Program, is clinic 
coordinator and consultant. 
An alcohol problem has been 
recognized in the county, they said. 
Alcoholism is definded as the un­ 
controlled use of alcohol which causes 
serious physical, mental, or social 
disabilities. 
According to the American Medical 
Association, over 9 million adults in 
the 
United States are alcohol- 
dependant and contribute to the fourth 
leading major health problem in the 
country. 
Closer to home, statistics compiled 
by the Circleville Municipal Court 
show that 370 persons were charged 
with drunk driving in 1975, 266 were 
charged in 1976, and there were over 
300 arrests both years for public in­ 
toxication. 
Architects 
Discuss City 
Space Needs 


The Godwin Bohm Group, a division 
of NBBJ, architects and planners, met 
with city council Tuesday to offer their 
services rn designing facilities to house 
municipal court and other city ser­ 
vices. 
James W. Godwin Jr. presented a 
sum m ary 
of 
the 
organization, 
professional capabilities and relevant 
experience of the firm and outlined the 
space planning process he felt should 
be followed. 
He said the city should consider all 
the space needs of municipal govern­ 
ment, inventory present facilities and 
make a space allocation plan. 
“New is not always better,” Godwin 
told council members and pointed out 
the city has a good inventory of 
buildings with the armory which 
presently houses the Pickaway County 
Family YMCA, the fire department 
and the city building. 
The firm has wide experience in 
restoration and renovation projects in 
which existing structures 
were 
remodeled into functional buildings. 
Godwin said he believed the armory 
could be remodeled to house both the 
court and the police department. But 
he said it would require a very ex­ 
tensive project to make the present 
city building suitable. 
“What we are trying to say is there 
are a lot of alternatives to be studied 
before you make a decision,” he 
stated. He indicated such a study could 
cost $8,000 to $10,000 but would be a 
good investment. 
He pointed out that if the county 
builds a city-county court complex, the 
city would probably have to rent the 
municipal court. 


The major thrust of the program will 
be to isolate alcohol offenders from the 
criminal justice system and offer them 
the 
alternative 
of 
education, 
prevention, and treatment. 
Municipal Court Judge O. Charles 
Hosterman has agreed to offer persons 
with abuse problems the opportunity to 
participate in the program. 
Judge Hosterman says that the 
program “sounds like a good thing for 
the courts,” and that it would “benefit 
the county” as well. He feels that 
people would more likely not repeat 
the offense if they were offered 
counseling. 
Currently, the judge uses an Athens 
residential treatment program and an 
Alternative To Im paired Driving 
(AID) program in Columbus, but he 
says that the Alcohol Offender 
Program would have a broader range 
because it would not be limited to 
drunk drivers only. 
For offenders repeatedly charged 
with disorderly conduct, the program 
would “try to educate people who have 
come through the court system about 
the disease they are being treated 
for.” 
When offenders come through the 
courts, the judge is not trained to 
screen out persons who need help, and 
can’t always recognize if the person is 
an alcoholic. 
He feels the program will be an asset 
rn that Davis and Ms. Ramey will be 
trained to note the problem and deal 
with it. 
Davis and Ms. Ramey will serve in 
the same capacity as court officials, 
making assessments of the individuals 
for a type of pre-sentence report. Final 
sentencing will be deferred pending 
completion of the program. 
They hope to prevent alcohol abuse 
by offering a five-week series of 
educational program s aim ed at 
studying the social attitudes of 
problem drinkers. 
The first series will begin April 7.

Our nation’s capital can be briefly 
described with two words; big and 
stately. 
Actually, 
there 
is 
no 
description 
for 
the 
numerous 
operations that stem from this region. 
Not only is it overrun with oversized 
buildings, but the people in charge of 
those headquartered places are 
usually important and stately also. 
The 
governmental 
area 
of 
Washington D.C. consists of spacious 
white buildings, filling large city 
blocks. In this area, if more than three 
buildings are situated on a block, it 
would be crowded. Mostly, though, the 
structures are so large, only one will fit 
on a block. 
Any student of architecture would 
surely get an “eyefull” while in­ 
specting these various 
building 
structures. 
Taking into consideration the 
number of floors, hallways and offices 


that are occupied in just one of these 
buildings, it may be mind boggling to 
think what kind of people fill these 
offices. Now multiply that building by 
all the others, the many streets that 
run through the district of Columbia 
and conception of the number of 
employes and decisions is staggering. 
More specifically, Ohioans are 
concerned with the offices of the 
congressmen that represent this state. 
A description of their jobs, employes 
and office areas might help explain the 
total picture of Washington D.C.

Miner Tells Of Swift Rush Of Watery Death 


TOWER CITY, Pa. (AP) — I try to 
lank it all out. But something like that 
ou never wipe completely from your 
lind. 
Over and over again, I feel it hap- 
ening ... choking for air, gasping for 
reath under cold, dirty, smelly mine 
rater ... trapped with two dead bud- 
ies in a black coal mine. 
I keep hearing that terrible sound of 
rater, rising swiftly. 
It came rolling straight at me, 
rushing mine timbers, smashing into 
rails of coal, closing every possible 
scape hole with debris. 
What happened Tuesday morning, 
larch I, a mile underground at Big 
ack Mountain, still gives me night­ 
mares. Even when I’m awake. 


I can’t really remember too much 
about that winter day before the water 
crashed in. Or even who I talked to. I 
guess it was the shock of seeing that 
unexpected force of nature. 
What bothers me though is why, or 
how, I alone was spared, while nine 
other men died deep in the earth. Irater 
I would wonder if I had been spared 
only to die alone days after my friends. 
Anna Mae (my wife) woke me at 4 
a.m. like she always does when I’m on 
the day shift. I had coffee, a couple of 
eggs and then went outside to wait for 
my ride to the Rocher Coal Co. mine. 
There I changed into work clothes, 
hooked on a freshly charged battery to 
my head lamp, and went into the 
tunnel. I was assigned to work with 


Ralph Renninger and Donald Shoffler. 
Dowti in the mine, we drilled test 
holes to check where there might be 
water above us. This is always done for 
safety purposes. 
Most of the morning we kept drilling. 
Then we hit rock. We stopped 
drilling to fire some dynamite near the 
ceiling of that deep coal chute. We 
wanted to clear away loose rock and 
coal so it couldn’t fall down on us. 
While the blast smoke was clearing, 
I ate the lunch that my wife had 
packed 
pressed ham sandwiches, 
three of them, I think. There was also a 
pork chop left from dinner the night 
before, some cake and a fruit dessert. I 
had a thermos of coffee. I really en­ 
joyed it. 


Then we climbed back up the ladder 
to the top. I was on top, Renninger a 
notch below, and Shoffler just below 
him. 
Ixioking dowTi, in the yellow glow of 
our lamps, I could see hammers and 
picks and shovels piled on the dusty 
floor about 80 feet below. 
Above, the smoke from the blast 
hadn't quite cleared. We decided to 
give it a couple of more seconds when 
— suddenly — it happened. 
We felt this terrific gush of air. 
Wooooosh! 
It was chilling. like the feel of death. 
And then I saw the water. That was 
something I had never seen in my life. 
It looked like a great big dam that 
burst. like a gusher of water forcing 


its way out of the ground. Force like I 
had never seen. 


We watched it for a couple of split 
seconds, not knowing what to do — or 
what it would do. 
Then it started to come up towards 
us, bringing up timber, and boards, 
and all that kind of stuff. Coal, too. 
The water roared up. and caught me 
in it, hitting with terrific force. It came 
so fast. So fast. 
I didn’t know what happened to 
Ralph and Don. 
We didn’t hear any warning when 
the water came. I heard no alani! 
bells. I heard no sounds I heard no 
shouting from other men. Nothing.

ZURICH, Switzerland (AP) — An 
Italian hijacker was overpowered and 
arrested today at the end of an 8,500- 
mile pirate flight in a Spanish airliner 
around Europe and West Africa. It was 
the longest hijacking on record. 
Police said the hijacker, I^uciano 
Porcari, 36, shot and slightly wounded 
one of the three policemen who seized 
him inside the plane. No one else was 
hurt, the police said. 
The three policemen entered the 
plane posing as members of a fresh 
flight crew that was to fly the Iberian 
Airlines Boeing 727 to Moscow. They 
overpowered the hijacker within 
moments. 
The 13 passenger-hostages still 
aboard the plane and the seven 
exhausted crew members who had 
manned the aircraft since early 
Monday afternoon were released 
unharmed. The hijacking lasted 444 
hours. 
Also aboard was Porcari's 3year-old 
daughter by an African mistress, but 
his estranged Italian wife refused to 
surrender their 5-year-old daughter to 


him. 
Porcari released seven other 
passengers in Turin, Italy, and nine in 
Zurich Tuesday. 
The hijacker brought the plane to 
Zurich from Warsaw where he had 
agreed to free all hostages in exchange 
for the new crew to fly him to Moscow. 
After three hours of negotiations, the 
Spanish ambassador to Poland, Jesus 
Millarudo, said: 
“We can’t understand the man's 
mind. He must be crazy. It has nothing 
to do with politics. He just thinks he’s 
solving his personal problems.” 
Porcari, an auto mechanic, seized 
the plane on a flight from Barcelona to 
Mallorca on Monday afternoon. He 
was armed with a pistol and a rifle and 
his goal was to get hold of his two 
daughters. 
After a refueling stop in Algeria, the 
plane flew to Abidjan, the capital of the 
Ivory Coast, on the under side of the 
West African bulge. Porcari once 
worked there, and officials met his 
demands for delivery of his child by a 
local woman and $140,000 in cash.

KINSHASA, Zaire (AP) — Belgian 
weapons and American medical and 
military equipment have been speeded 
to Zaire as it tries to repel what it calls 
an invasion of “foreign mercenaries” 
from Angola. 
Officials of the central African 
nation said today that the invaders 
who crossed into copper-rich Shaba 
Province last week were 5,000 mer­ 
cenary troops led by “guerrilla and 
subversive war specialists from across 
the Atlantic.” 
The comment was considered a 
clear reference to Cuban forces which 
were instrumental in establishing a 
Marxist regime in Angola. The bulk of 
the forces, however, are believed to be 
exile guerrillas from Zaire itself. 
Belgium’s weapons shipments were 
the first ones reported by any country 
since Zaire announced the invasion 
last week. The Belgian Foreign 
Ministry said the two planeloads of 
light weapons had been ordered earlier 
and were only being speeded up. Some 
sources said 5,000 to 7,000 Belgians are 
still living in the invaded province, 
which was the Province of Katanga 
when Zaire was the Belgian Congo. 
The Carter administration was 
hurrying $1 million in medical and 
military equipment to Zaire, including 
com m u n icatio n s 
eq u ip m en t, 
parachutes, packs, rations and fuel 
tanks.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohioans 
could obtain license plates 
or 
validation stickers by mail under 
provisions 
of 
a 
subcommittee 
amendment to a bill setting up 12 
staggered periods for motor vehicle 
registration. 
But Ohioans would have to pay extra 
for it. 


The bill is expected to be approved 
by the panel and returned to full 
committee next week. 


Under the amendment sponsored by 
Rep. Harry Malott, D-87 Mt. Orab, an 
applicant could write or telephone a 
deputy registra with a request to 
renew his or her registration by mail. 


The deputy would then mail out a 
registration application and, if it was 
returned and properly filled out, a 
plate or sticker would be forwarded to 
the vehicle owner. The mailing fee 
would be $1.50 “in addition to the 
license tax and any other service fee 
that a deputy registrar is authorized to 
collect.” 


The bill, sponsored by Rep. James L. 
Baumann, D-32 Columbus, is an effort 
to demand more fiscal accountability 
from deputy registrars, while easing 
the crash of the present two-month 
registration renewal period.

NELSONVILLE, Ohio (AF) - The 
water shortage in this community of 
4,800 is getting worse, and officials still 
don’t know why.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Majority 
Democrats have introduced a package 
of energy bills in the House in an ap­ 
parent 
move

tie together

legislative energy policy. 
Three of the bills were sponsored 
Tuesday by Rep. Thomas J. Carney, 
D-71 Youngstown, chairman of the 
House Energy and Environment 
Committee. 
Carney wants to upgrade the Energy 
and Resource Development Agency to 
a cabinet level department, abolishing 
the nine-member board of trustees 
that presently oversees policy. 
He would also establish a utility loan 
program to encourage energy con­ 
servation and require the Ohio 
Department of Natural Resources to 
drill an exploratory gas well on sub­ 
merged Ijake Erie land. Neither 
proposal is new. 
A bill offered by Rep. Vernon F. 
Cook, D-39 Cuyahoga Falls, would 
mandate energy conservation and 
efficiency measures by state agencies, 
housed in state-financed buildings. 
Rep. Arthur V. N. Brooks, D-14 
Cleveland Heights, put in a bill that 
would grant tax credits for energy 
conservation investments.

NEW YORK (AP) - Those who 
probe beneath the numbers of the 
Consumer Price Index, due to be 
released late this week, will probably 
find that the news conveyed isn’t as 
ominous as it first appeared. 
The reason is that when prices rise, 
as the index is likely to show, penny- 
wise customers refrain from buying, 
tend to reduce the amount purchased . 
or substitute. 
It isn’t always possible to cut or 
substitute items — there’s a point 
beyond which you cannot cut fuel 
consumption, for example — but when 
it is possible, you may be certain that it 
is done. 
The index is based on a fixed 
market-basket of certain goods in 
certain volume. It does not allow for 
the exercise of choice, and choice most 
certainly was exercised by users of 
food items affected by the big freeze. 
Moreover, the volume of goods 
measured in the Consumer Price 
Index is based on consumption pat­ 
terns of 1960-1961, due to be revised 
later this year. “The CPI will jump,” 
observes 
Citibank’s 
publication 
“Economic Week.” but “to to extent 
the consumers are buying less of 
these skyrocketing items, their total 
dollar expenditures may not be much 
different.” 
Many Americans need not be told 
this, because like the ancient Greek 
who was told to turn every stone to find 
what he sought, a buried treasure, they 
have learned to turn every number to 
determine the truth. 
In dealing with government num­ 
bers they have found that the ap­ 
pearance isn’t always the reality — 
that numbers are weighted, adjusted, 
revised, corrected — and that what 


goes up one month, inexplicably, 
might come down in the next, equally 
without explanation. 
Sometimes also the numbers we use 
to guide our interpretation of the 
economy conceal within themselves 
the real story. It is happening in 
housing markets right now, which we 
are told will benefit from 1.8 million 
starts in 1977. 
The makeup of that overall figure, 
which often is compared unfavorably 
with the 2 million-plus numbers of 
several years ago, 
includes a 
fascinating expectation that 6.3 million 
of these units will be single-family. 
If the number is achieved, and the 
National Association of Realtors ex­ 
pects it to be, it would be the second 
best year ever in this category. 


That so many single-family units 
should be planned, at a time when it is 
frequently said that most families 
have been priced out of the market, is 
highly significant and suggestive of 
economic vitality and confidence. 


We might also question our in­ 
terpretation of the Dow Jones 
Industrial Average, used by almost 
every analyst to measure the value 
and strength of stocks and the direc­ 
tion in which they are headed. 
How often have we heard of the 
average reaching a new high? Very 
often. And how often do we hear or see 
it noted that, in constant or real rather 
than inflated dollars, it is 43 per cent 
below its high of IO years ago? Seldom, 
probably never. 
In an economy run and ruled by the 
numbers, Americans have come to be 
a bit suspicious of numbers, lest the 
numbers lead them astray. They turn 
them over.

poor student in school, but great with 
the straight razor after hours. His 
mother, Rosa, didn’t want the boy to 
become a barber. She forced him to 
study piano. 
When Jackie Gleason was bom in 
Brooklyn in 1916, Durante was 
pounding jazz in Coney Island. He had 
no monumental talent. What James 
Francisco had was enthusiasm, a 
furrowed face and voice, and an ability 
to whack his friends with a hat. 
He organized the great trio, Clayton, 
Jackson and Durante, and placed his 
name last on the billing. They had 
some bad times. In the days of 
Prohibition, they worked for gangsters 
in abandoned warehouses. The pay 
was a few hundred and a friendly pat 
on the back. 
Who remembers them? They hit 
Broadway like cascading fireballs. 
They starred in musicals; they were 
hits in movies. The little love never 
learned to speak proper English; the 
idioms fell from his heart. 
We became friends in the late years. 
We dined at Dinty Moore’s and, when a 
sucker came to the table for an 
autograph, Durante always placed his 
knife and fork on a plate, and stood to 
shake hands. He had a bad marriage 
and an enduring one that is still alive. 
Clayton died and waited in the 
wings. Eddie Jackson got fat and 
sweated through a horsey stomp. 
Durante needed nobody, but he had a 
private payroll that would sink a small 
bank. 
Actors down on their luck got $50 or 
$100 a week. A woman wrote that she 
needed new teeth. He never met her. 
For years, she wrote about a daughter 
who needed an operation, money for a 
shiftless husband. It was blackmail. 
Always she said she would commit 
suicide if he turned her down. He sent 
the money. 
Cautious actors become rich. The 
clown didn’t understand money. He 
has no investments. He owns no oil 
wells. Ten years ago he walked into a 
suite at the Fontainebleau with a box 
of Com Flakes under his arm. 
“You gonna retire?” “No. I’ll work 
right to the wire.” “What are the Com 
Flakes for?” “I like Com Flakes. I 
bring my own box. The management 
furnishes the milk.” 
He was clowning and breaking 
pianos the year five members of his 
family died. Another time he phoned 
and hollered, “I like your Chinee 
house. I’m sending a guy over to paint 
it.” I bristled. “This house is doing 
fine. It was painted last year.” 
“I already sent the guy,” he said. My 
wife hurried out front. It was an oil 
painter with an easel. The painting 
hangs in the living room. When Lou 
Clayton was dying, Durante did a 
closed-circuit show piped into the 
hospital. 
Clayton thought it was on network. 
Jimmy pretended to tell the world that 
Lou was recovering, that his doctors 
promised to have him back on the show 
in two weeks. Clayton died smiling in 
his sleep. 
These are the silent years. His great 
ambition, he told me, was to walk little 
CeCe down to the playground and put 
her on a pony. “It ain’t much,” he said, 
“but if you knew how much of a charge 
I get out of that kid. Come to think of it, 
that’s the only thing that’s mine.” 
Mrs. Durante turns the aluminum 
wheelchair. She kisses his bald head. 
The empty eyes wear shell-rimmed 
glasses. He’d love to get a birthday 
card . ..

Only rarely is a defect in the body’s 
immune system present. Yet more and 
more physicians are taking advantage 
of the advances in immunology when 
recurring infections seem to threaten 
the health and life of a child. Special 
tests for anti-body deficiency are now 
available. After these tests are per­ 
formed, if there seems to be definite 
anti-body deficiencies, treatment can 
be started. 
Injections of gamma globulin are 
very effective where the tests reveal 
the need.

Dozens of screening tests 
Drought 
Continues 
Despite Rain 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A severe 
drought in many parts of the United 
States is likely to linger despite in­ 
dications that the flow of water in the 
nation’s five biggest rivers increased 
significantly last week. 
The U. S. Geological Survey said 
Monday that the higher water levels it 
found in the Mississippi, St. Lawrence, 
Columbia, Ohio and Missouri rivers 
still were below normal. It said the 
rivers averaged 220 billion gallons a 
day below normal in February. 
Meanwhile, a California Con­ 
gressman urged the House Budget 
Committee to appropriate up to $400 
million more for use in areas hard hit 
by the dry spell. 
The Geological Survey report said 
the increased water flow “probably 
represented a temporary boost from 
the spring breakup in the Northeast 
and Southeast ...” The Ohio and 
Mississippi, it said, probably will begin 
dropping again soon unless there is 
some significant precipitation. 
The

an 
an­ 
nouncement 
by 
the 
Commerce 
Department that the light winter 
snowfall “almost assures the lowest 
water supplies in recorded history this 
summer for parts of the West Coast.” 
Amid predictions of a lengthy 
drought, Rep. Robert L. Leggett, D- 
Calif., told the House panel the need 
for federal disaster help has been 
seriously underestimated by the 
Carter administration. 
Iieggett, a member of the Budget 
Committee, said “glaring deficiencies 
exist in the President’s revised budget 
request” totaling $457 million for 
various forms of disaster relief. The 
money is to be spent during the year 
beginning Oct. I. 
He said the figure for disaster relief 
to be administered directly by the 
President is only $150 million, one- 
third the amount estimated to be spent 
this year.

Faces Trial 
In Burglary 


CHILLICOTHE, Ohio (AP) - Deaf 
mute Jam es Robert Hunt, who was 
acquitted on murder charges last fall, 
will go on trial March 28 on a burglary 
charge. 
Officials of Ross County Common 
Pleas Court said the trial, which was to 
start today, was delayed because of 
court backlogs. 
Meanwhile, fire officials were in­ 
vestigating a blaze that destroyed the 
home of Hunt’s parents late Sunday. 
Hunt, 25, was ordered to stand trial 
after pleading innocent to aggravated 
burglary. 
Last fall, Hunt, a deaf mute since a 
childhood illness, was acquitted in the 
beating death of a neighbor, Ruth 
Arledge, 56. 
The possibility of arson in the house 
fire was being investigated, Chief 
Robert Harper of the Concord 
Township Volunteer Fire Department, 
said Monday. 
Harper said the fire apparently 
started in the roof of the two-story 
frame home owned by William and 
Joyce Hunt. He estimated the loss at 
$25,000. 
No other details 
were 
available. 
The latest charge stems from the 
Feb. 3 burglary of the residence of 
Joseph A. Walsh, in Massieville, south 
of here. 
Investigators said Walsh told them 
that the burglar, who acted like he had 
a gun, found no money in Walsh’s 
billfold so he took some beer from the 
refrigerator and left. 
Under Ohio law, breaking into a 
residence constitutes aggravated 
burglary, a felony, regardless of the 
value of the goods taken. 
Since his acquittal. Hunt had been 
living with his parents in their home 
near Frankfort, Ohio.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
is prepared to follow the House in 
repealing the Byrd amendment, which 
for six years has allowed U.S. com­ 
panies to buy chrome from Rhodesia 
despite a United Nations ban. 
The House voted 250-145 Monday to 
adopt the repeal measure, which has 
strong backing from the Carter ad­ 
ministration as a means of en­ 
couraging the African nation to accept 
black majority rule. 
In previous years the House had 
been the obstacle to repeal of the 
amendment while the Senate was far 
more receptive. 
The Senate provided strong evidence 
Monday it is again ready to vote for 
repeal as it easily defeated three at­ 
tempts to weaken or shelve the 
legislation. A final vote was expected 
today. 
The 1971 amendment to ignore the 
U.N. sanctions was authored by Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd, Ind-Va., who argued 
Monday that repeal would make the 
United States dependent on the Soviet 
Union for its chrome. 
But Sen. Dick Clark, D-Iowa, floor 
manager of the repeal effort, said the 
United States now has a completely 
adequate 20year reserve of the 
strategic mineral. 
During the House debate, several 
members noted that President Carter 
is scheduled to address the U.N. 
General Assembly on Thursday. One 
said, "I don’t want my President to go 
to the U.N. saying, ‘My country is still 
outside the scope of international 
law’.”

Ohio lawmakers want to halt state 
agencies from adopting rules that have 
the force of law, but they won’t be able 
to touch the Ohio Supreme Court. 
The state’s voters, in adopting the 
Modem Courts Amendment in 1968, 
gave the high court power to adopt 
procedural and other rules that have 
the same effect as legislative enact­ 
ments. 
Most of those lamenting what has 
happened since 1968 are attorney 
lawmakers, now studying a bill that 
would place a check on more than 300 
appointed agencies in the executive 
branch. 
Rep. Terry M. Tranter, D-24 Cin­ 
cinnati, an attorney, said he deplored 
the 1968 amendment because it gave 
the Supreme Court powers not only 
over practice and procedure, but other 
activities relating to the practice of 
law which should have been left in the 
legislature. 
Rules which have been promulgated 
by the Supreme Court have been 
submitted to the legislature, Tranter 
acknowledged. But he pointed out that 
under the amendment, the legislature 
only may reject each set of rules as a 
package—otherwise they go into ef­ 
fect.

Court, while properly seeking to en­ 
force ethics in the legal profession, had 
levied a tax—a power that belongs 
with the General Assembly. 
Some attorneys refused to pay the 
$50 and went in federal court to 
challenge it. However, a three-judge 
panel in Columbus said “the Supreme 
Court of Ohio duly followed established 
procedures for the adoption of a 
rule...” 
The decision may be appealed. Some 


attorneys say they are willing to 
pursue it all the way to the U.S. 
Supreme Court. 
As of late last year, the Supreme 
Court had collected slightly less than 
$1 million from about 19,000 lawyers 
around Ohio. It is awaiting the out­ 
come of the appeals in the federal 
court before funding the ethics 
program, spokesmen said. 
Tranter is a member of the House 
Governmental Affairs Committee 
which is studying a bill that would 
require the state’s boards, agencies, 
and commissions to submit their 
proposed rules to the legislature for its 
approval or rejection, all or in part. 
Rep. Thomas P. Gilmartin, D-51 
Youngstown, reintroduced the bill 
after it was vetoed during the last 
session by GOP Gov. James A. 
Rhodes. The Democratic legislature 
now is veto proof over Rhodes, who 
claimed Gilm artin’s bill usurps 
executive branch powers.

WASHINGTON (A P) - The in­ 
ventory of cattle being fattened for 
slaughter in seven beef states as of 
March I totaled 7,546,000 head, down 7 
per cent from a year ago but 38 per 
cent more than on the same date in 
1975. 
The Agriculture Department also 
said Monday that feedlot operators 
placed 4 per cent fewer cattle in pens 
last month than they did in February 
1976. However, placements were up 69 
per cent from two years ago when 
feedlot inventories were still low. 
The report said that February sales 
of feedlot cattle totaled 1,566,000 head, 
up 2 per cent from a year ago and 19 
per cent more than in the same month 
of 1975. 
Two of the seven states showed 
March I feedlot inventory gains from a 
year ago. Kansas, with 1,260,000 head, 
was up I per cent, and Nebraska’s 
1,500,000 head were up 15 per cent. 
Other states showed declines, in­ 
cluding: 
Arizona 338,000, down 28 per cent; 
California 623,000, down 27; Colorado 
845,000, down 3; Iowa 1,460,000, down 
6; and Texas 1,520,000 down 16.

CHICAGO (AP) - The Big Three 
of automakers — General Motors, 
Chrysler and Ford — have been found 
innocent of conspiring to raise prices 
on their fleets, groups of more than IO 
cars. 
U.S. District Judge Frank McGarr 
said the plaintiffs in the class-action 
suit, including 34 states, failed to show 
that the automakers violated the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act regarding 
their fleet programs in 1970. He 
dismissed the charges. 
It was the third time Ford and GM 
have won in court on the fleet price 
question. 
Fleet buyers are companies, state 
and local governments or rental and 
leasing agencies. Their business ac­ 
counts for more than one million car 
sales annually. 
Judge McGarr concluded Friday 
that there was no evidence that any 
conspiracy existed among GM, Ford 
and Chrysler to cut out or reduce fleet 
programs or to otherwise restrict 
competition in the sale or lease of cars 
to fleet operators.

“ Bottled water is no more or less 
safe than the city’s drinking water,” 
Health Commissioner Arnold

said, in announcing the results of tests

bottled brands. 
“ In all the tested samples where we 
have identified the amount and the 
type of chemical,” he said, “ the kind 
and amount of the chemical com­ 
pounds were equivalent to or lower 
than the amount found in Cincinnati’s 
tap water.”

Debt Limit Plan 
Passed By Senate, 
Sent To House 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Senators 
approved 26-7 and sent the House on 
Tuesday a constitutional amendment 
that would repeal Ohio’s antiquated, 
$750,000 debt limit and replace it with a 
flexible ceiling pegged to state income. 
The proposal, which needs approval 
by voters in the November election, 
would bring Ohio "into the 20th Cen­ 
tury,’’ one supporter contended. 
Opponents said it would shelve a tried 
and proven system of letting voters 
decide debt acquisition on an in­ 
dividual basis. 
Sen. Marcus A. Roberto, D-18 
Ravenna, the chief sponsor, called the 
amendment "a sound concept” and 
noted it long has been advocated by the 
nonpartisan 
Ohio 
Constitutional 
Revision Commission. 
What it means, in effect, is that the 
people no longer would be asked to 
vote on specific bond issues, for 
specific purposes, unless deemed 
necessary’ by the legislature once the 
income limit has been reached. 
Instead, the legislature, by a two- 
thirds vote, could acquire debt in the 
construction of capital improvements 
such as parks, highways and buildings. 
Roberto’s proposal would: 
—Repeal the state’s $750,000 debt 
limit, first adopted in 1851 but ex­ 
ceeded many times with votes of the 
people on individual bond issues. 
—Allow the legislature, by a two- 
thirds vote, to contract debt up to eight 
per cent of average state income 
during the two years immediately 
preceeding. Federal funds, borrowed 
money, and funds earmarked for 
political subdivisions would not be 
included in the calculation. 
—Specify that the legislature cannot 
contract new debt if the outstanding 
principal and interest would be in­ 
creased to more than six per cent of 
average state income the prior two 
years. 
—Require that at least four per cent 
of the principle on outstanding debt be 
paid each fiscal year. 
—Pemit the legislature to borrow 
unlimited funds within a fiscal year, as 
long as the money was paid back 
during the same fiscal year.

The bill removes attorneys from the 
hearing process on two levels.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - To borrow 
his phrase, the name is Jimmy Carter 
and he’s still running, a different kind 
of 
campaign 
but 
a 
campaign 
nonetheless. 
It’s becoming evident that for 
C arter, cam paigning is part of 
governing. So, as in the days of his 
political anonymity, President Carter 
is on the road tonight, meeting people, 
answering questions, spuming a hotel 
suite in favor of a guest bedroom. 
Things are different now, of course. 
More advance men, a Carter aide 
remarked, smiling. 
Carter ruefully recalls the time he 
gave 
a 
news 
conference 
in 
Philadelphia and nobody came. That 
won't happen again And back in his 
early campaign days, he bunked in 
with supporters to save money. Now it 
is part of the image. 
Carter likes to joke now about “we 
Washington insiders,” the point being 
that he came to the White House as 


quite the opposite, and the fact being 
that he prefers that role. The out­ 
sider’s billing is a political asset. 


So he is using the techniques and 
lessons of his long campaign for the 
presidency in a new campaign to 
cement confidence and public support 
now that he’s there. 


It fits his pledge to stay close to the 
people, and not forsake them for the 
traditional 
power 
centers 
of 
Washington. It also fits his need to 
broaden his own political base. 
By every indication, his is a per­ 
manent campaign. He has said, in 
effect, that he considers it part of the 
job. Carter spent two years cam­ 
paigning for office, and the techniques 
he perfected then are the ones he’s 
employing now. Among them: 
—Tonight’s visit to Clinton, Mass., 
for a town meeting appearance. Such 
sessions were a staple of his election 
campaign particularly in the early 


Democratic presidential primaries, 
when Carter was most effective. 
- His two-hour radio call-in show, a 
first for a president, but not for him. 
There was a time when Carter grabbed 
every local radio invitation he could 
get. They were free, and a handy way 
to campaign for recognition. So he 
made dozens of talk shows, in states 
across the nation. 
—The mass mailing from the White 
House, soliciting advice on the energy 
policy Carter has said he will announce 
on April 20. letters went out to 300,000 
people, selected at random by Census 
Bureau computers, and to 150,000 
officeholders and members of en­ 
vironmental and energy groups. They 
were asked for suggestions on energy 
conservation, new resources, and 
environmental concerns, with replies 
due by March 21. 
That, too, is out of the campaign 
textbook, although candidates usually 
ask for money along with advice. 


There’s no better way to enlist a 
supporter than to give him a stake in 
your program — or your candidacy — 
by soliciting his ideas. 
The polls are up on his performance 
and on public confidence in the White 
House. That is typical during the first 
months of a new administration. 
Carter is campaigning to make it last.

She said the hardest thing for her 
children to learn has been not to flush 
Court Reform 
Bill Studied 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A major 
judicial reform that would establish 
common pleas courts as the exclusive 
level of trial court in Ohio is under 
consideration in the House Judiciary 
Committee. 
The 
proposed 
constitutional 
amendment, sponsored Tuesday by 
Rep. Alan E. Norris, R-27 Westerville, 
would abolish some 106 municipal, 67 
county and as many as 500 mayor’s 
courts. 
Their functions would be in­ 
corporated by common pleas courts, 
Norris said, in a new streamlined 
three-tier system , also including 
courts of appeals and the 
Ohio 
Supreme Court. 
Norris called the Unified Courts 
Amendment, which will go before 
voters in November if approved by the 
legislature, the “logical, next step 
toward complete court reform.” 
Roy Gulley, administrative director 
of the Illinois court system, said the 
Norris proposal concentrated on the 
lower courts, the level that affects the 
majority of citizens. 
Gulley and Illinois Circuit Judge 
Henry Lewis testified on behalf of the 
measure before the House Judiciary 
Committee. Illinois has had a suc­ 
cessful experience with a similar 
system, they said.

Woman Police Chief W ary O f Publicity 


Mrs. Hayes and her husband, Bob, 
have obtained IO per cent of the needed 
$765,000 through a loan from the Small 
Business Administration. Now they 
have to raise the rest of the money 
before they can go ahead. 
"If I have to get IOO people involved 
to get the extra money, then, by golly, I 
will,” said Mrs. Hayes. “ I have never 
started anything that I could not 
finish.” 


Mrs. Hayes, 56, who started trying to 
build her nursing home four years ago, 
got approval for the facility last July. 
She wanted a place where "the elderly 
are recognized as sensitive fellow 
human beings, not just another dollar 
sign.” 
She thought the task would be simple 
because it had the human touch. She 
was wrong. 
“ I can’t begin to tell you how many 
thousands of pages of research I have 
done since I started making a serious 
effort four years ago," she said. 
"There has been the Department of 
Transportation, 
Social Security, 
welfare, the Environmental Protection 
Agency, the Internal Revenue Service 
and whoever else you want to name.” 
She says she’s spent countless hours 
researching legal aspects of her plan, 
building codes, and attending classes. 
"There are forms and more forms to 
always fill out,” said the licensed 
nursing home administrator. 
At one point her struggle to gain 
official perm ission bogged down 
completely, so she started all over 
again. 
"I was not getting anywhere so I 
phoned Gov. James A. Rhodes per­ 
sonally and got him behind me. 
John Allen, director of the District 7 
Area Agency on Aging, said nearly 
every county in southeastern Ohio 
needs at least 50 more nursing home 
beds than are now available. 
“I’d go down fighting rather than 
quit,” said Mrs. Hayes. “For I am 
fighting, not for my own interests, but 
for all the hundreds of old people down 
here who can’t find any nursing home 
beds.”

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A routine 
court hearing has ballooned into a 
“trial” of the Rev. Sun Myung Moon’s 
U nification 
Church 
and 
the 
professional deprogrammers hired to 
battle his influence on the young 
people called moonies. 
At issue are “brainwashing" tactics 
each side claim s the other uses — one 
to win converts to the church; the 
other, to wean them away. 
Caught in the middle are four young 
women and a young man who sit 
quietly in the courtroom every day 
beside their parents, who are their 
adversaries in the strange proceeding. 
The parents have asked Superior 
Court Judge S. I^ee Vavuris to grant 
them 30-day “conservatorships” over 
their adult children to remove them 
from the influence of Moon’s church 
for deprogramming. 
Such court orders are not unusual 
Typically, an order is granted upon the 
parents’ request and the young person 
is taken, so m etim es forcib ly, to 
professional deprogrammers who try 
to persuade him to break away from 
the church. 
Paul Goorjian, an attorney for the 
five young people, calls it “kidnaping 
for profit.” 
Twenty-five conservatorships have 
been granted to other parents of Moon 
followers in northern California and 
hundreds nationwide, but this is one of 
the few tim es the judge has called the 
young church mdknbers into court and 
allowed their lawyer to present their 
side.

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - The board 
chairman of an Indianapolis check 
guarantee firm has charged an Ohio 
state legislator and the president of 
three Phoenix corporations were 
among several persons who charged 
him advance fees for business loans 
which never materialized. 
Donald Hawkins, head of Hawkins 
International, said he paid more than 
$45,000 to various loan agents in efforts 
to locate money for his financially 
troubled company. 
In trying to secure a $350,000 loan 
which he never got, Hawkins said he 
paid $5,000 to William J. Marlin. 
Marlin is listed by the Arizona Cor­ 
poration Commission as president and 
director of three firms, Credit Trust, 
Term Trust of North America and 
Project Placement Services. 
Records show the three firms were 
formed last December by Marlin and 
his wife, Patricia, to deal with the 
administration of investment trusts. 
Marlin said he told Hawkins Friday 
that he would be unable to arrange the 
loan and would refund the advance fee. 
Hawkins denieo Marlin made that 
statement Friday, but said Monday 
that he was told by Marlin’s associate, 
James Hawkins, that a refund would 
be made later this week, minus ex­ 
penses. 
According to Hawkins, Marlin’s firm 
was suggested to him by Ohio State 
Rep. Chester Cruze, R-22, Cincinnati, 
an attorney whose firm, Venture 
Funding, had placed an advertisement 
in a financial newspaper offering to 
obtain business loans. 
A Cincinnati newspaper Friday 
reported that 17 businessmen have 
charged that they paid Cruze’s firm a 
total of $120,000 during the past year to 
obtain loans that never materialized.

regarding state records. 
The board noted that Sen. Stanley J. 
Aronoff, R-8 Cincinnati, sponsor of the 
privacy act, has introduced a second 
bill, aimed at clarifying limitations on 
disclosure of personal information. 
In its resolution, the board said 
Aronoff’s amendments would “ create 
a category of sensitive personal in­ 
formation” and authorize the board to 
make rules relating to the disclosure of 
such information by local agencies. 
“ Until further guidelines are issued, 
policies governing the disclosure of 
such personal information which were 
in effect prior to Jan. 1977, shall be 
reinstated,” the boad said. 
Aronoff said the original legislation 
was intended to “ permit and en­ 
courage the free flow of information.” 
“ Information should flow as before 
in better than 95 per cent of the cases,” 
Aronoff said, but the law also says to 
Ohioans “ that there is such a thing as 
sensitive information.” 
“ I will be somewhat candid with 
you,” the Hamilton Comity attorney 
added, “ I wish I had been somewhat 
clearer in the definitions in the 
disclosure section of the privacy bill.” 
Confusion over these sections has led 
to at least two court suits and the 
closing off to the public by some local 
agencies of 
previously-available 
records. 
Although no criminal penalties for 
disclosure are provided, the privacy 
law was meant to limit release of 
personal information from govern­ 
ment records, unless the individual 
consents to its release. But loopholes in 
the law, according to Aronoff, are “ so 
big you could drive a truck through 
them.”
